Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 16-19, and 21-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The claims recite the skin contact 
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adhesive layer consisting of clonidine and copolymer consists of 2-ethylhexyl acrylate 
and vinyl acetate while the example in page 13 uses Duro-Tak 87-2052 and it is not 
know if the trademark used by applicants consists of copolymer of 2-ethylhexyl acrylate 
and vinyl acetate only or other ingredients exist. Applicants are required to provide a 
competent documentation regarding the constituents of the trademark Duro-Tak 87- 
2052 to meet the written description requirements. Furthermore, with careful recourse to 
the specification, it appears that the comparative example 2 and the example according 
to the present invention are identical, i.e. both have the same composition and the 
comparative example carried out without absorption promoter. It is not clear what the 
difference in the composition between comparative example 2 and the example 
according to the present invention that results in the reduced permeation of clonidine as 
show in Table 2. Regarding claims 16, 17, and 30, the claims recite ranges for the 
clonidine while the example shows an amount in mg, and it is not clear if the amount 
used in the examples falls within the claimed ranges. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claim is dependent on claim 1 which has closed language 
that limits the constituents of the skin contact adhesive layer into clonidine and 
copolymer consists of 2-ethylhexyl acrylate and vinyl acetate, however, claim 18 
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broaden the scope of claim 1 by further adding other elements to the skin contact 
adhesive layer, appropriate correction is requested.
